The foreman of this jury 
I waa William Chamberlain of Three 
Oaku, now warden of the Jackson 
prison, aud John G. Holmes of Bu- 
ehaDan was secretary.

Joseph & Benton Harbor street railway 
company, is endeavoring to show the 
supervisors that he can save the county 
money by having them discontinue 
their own lighting plant and letting 
the colonel and his company furnish 
ights for the county buildings. 


The question to be solved by the 
board i.s 
“would 
it be cheaper?” 
Eyery member of the board is honest 
and reliable and there is not one ex­ 
ception where a member is not trying 
to save the county money. 


Last year it cost lierrien county 
.Ml,{K{4.1S) to light and heaC the county 
buildings. 
Mr. Bean hlips in and of­ 
fers to light the buildings for $00 ])er 
month, or $T2i) a year. This is just 
Lliu one item of light and does not in­ 
clude the heat. The !?ame fuel that 
does the heating furnishes power for 
the lights and if Mr. lieun furnished 
the lights the county would still Lave 
the expense of heating (jti their hands. 
The same help required to attend thi-i 
heating and lighting apparatus would 
be required 
for tlie healing alone 
with the exception of four months in 
the year. 
Last 
vear 
the 
county 
spent 
for 
globes 
and

repairs, but this expense would be the 
same with Bean’s contract as he does 
not furnish the repairs. 


This morning County Engineer Davis 
submitted a proposition to the board to 
the elTect that he would for $80(> per 
year furnish his own help and be re­ 
sponsible in every way for the appara­ 
tus and furthermore he would guaran­ 
tee to turn on the heat or light at any 
time of the day or night. The pro{jo* 
sition was put on the table until 10 
o’clock tomorrow morning. The board 
is very favorably impressed with tne 
proposition as it will save the county 
between

chest and limbs. Those w'ho wear silk 
stockings invariably have tender feet.

Human conceit was the theme of s 
little group of meu the other day, ami 
one reliable citizen told this romarkublo 
story: 


“ I ’ve know’u conceited men in my 
lifetime, but there is a picture some­ 
where in this town which illustrates an 
excess of self approval not often eucoun* 
tered. I have not seen the picture for 
several years and would like to show it 
in proof of my story, but to borrow or 
steal it would doubtletis be impossible. 
A number of years ago, w'hen the Mount 
Vernon association iiad been organized 
to reclaim and preserve tiie old home of 
George Washington, this acquaintuiice 
of mine—Collins by name—went on a 
summer excursion to the national capi­ 
tal. 
While there he nuide a trip down 
the Potomuo river to Mount Vernon and 
happened to be on the grounds when 
the Mount Vernon association was hav­ 
ing photographs taken of various points 
of interest, including the old tomb of 
Washington, the new tomb, etc. When 
the new tomb was photographed, vari­ 
ous men of national prominence being 
in the group standing beside the manso* 
leum under the fine trees which shade 
it, Collins, uninvited, t / some hook or 
crook managed to slip in among the by- 
stiiuders and thus became a figure in the 
photographs. This was bad enough, but 
tiie sequel is worse. He brought tiie 
picture home with him, and unless the 
enraged gods have destroyed it it still 
hangs in his parlor along with other 
monstrosities of bad taste, bearing un* 
der the photograph this legend: 


*Collius at the tomb of Washing­ 
ton. ’ ”—Detroit Free Press.

Both the Dumas' bands are those of 
busy men, but the elder Dumas could 
go on forever. He never stopped to 
punctuate. One of his literary canons 
vras that a clear style punctuates itself. 
There is a good deal in this. The son 
never missed a comma, semicolon, colon 
or full stop. He had not the father’s fa- 
cility. which resembled a tropical veg­ 
etation at the end of the rainy sei^son. 


The younger Dumas beat his brains 
terribly and forced them to bring forth 
plays. 
Hut bis letters were jeux 
d’esprit. Ho ought to have been a 
preaoliing monk or an advooata Ho 
liked to preach and point morals and to 
kick his fair penitents to give them real 
?ome to cry. But he was not the brute 


he Ifked to pass for being. Nothing cun 
be more relined than his handwriting. 
The original manuscripts of his plays 
are scarcely legible, the coiTections and 
erasures are so numerous. 
But he did 
not let the copyist or indoed any stran­ 
ger see them, but rewrote and added 
pungent and pregnant sentences as he 
did so.

W ashington. Jan. 6.—Secretary Sher­ 
m an yesterday sent to the senate his 
response to the resolution asking the 
heads of departm ents for suggestions 
a s to changes in their respective de­ 
partm ents. Sherman r e c ^ m e n d s the ex ­ 
em ption of the heads of bureaus and the 
chief clerk of the state departm ent from 
the operation of the civil service law. 
“I found,” he says in his statem ent, 
"‘upon entering my duties as secretary 
f)f state that the entire clerical force of 
the departm ent, 
including 
the 
chief 
clerk at $2,500 and six chiefs of bureaus 
at $2,100 each, were under the civil 
service law under a presidential order 
extending its operations so as to em ­ 
brace those officers. My opinion is that 
these seven positions 
should be e x ­ 
cepted from the operations of the law s 
governing the civil service, and 1 so 
recommend should any changes of the 
civil service law be contem plated. 


W ould M ake Seven P laces J^xcuipt. 


"These officers should be either ap­ 
pointed by the president by and with 
the advice and consent of the senate, or 
the secretary of state should be as for­ 
merly, acting for the president, em ­ 
powered to appoint them. 
All these 
officers bear a close personal relation to 
the secretary of state In the conduct of 
the departm ents of the business. 
It is 
through them under the assistan t sec­ 
retaries that he is enabled to transact 
his official duties, and It would seem 
to be the part of prudence and d is­ 
cretion that they should be In sym ­ 
pathetic touch with the head of the 
departm ent to Insure co-operation and 
harm ony of action.” 


Does Not C om plain of th e Incum bents. 
The 
secretary 
concludes 
with the 
statem ent that he m akes no complaint 
against the present occupants of these 
offices, but he thinks that upon general 
principles the secretary’s “hands should 
not tied.” 
“This freedom o^ action on 
the part of the secretary of state which 
should never have been curtailed.” he 
says, “would, I believe, promote the 
public interests. It should certainly In­ 
still Into those officers a desire to ren­ 
der the bfst possible service to the de­ 
partm ent and stim ulate their highest 
endeavors to discharge 
their 
official 
duties in harmony with the w ishes of 
the secretary of sta te.”
